But Lose To Austin Peay 
Here Friday, 14-0 

The Junior Vols practically 
scared the not neat but gaudy 
pants off the Austin Peay Gover¬ 
nors in the very first minutes of 
Friday's game here with the 
Clarksville team. 

A. P. kicked off and downed the 
Vol receiver, Orrin Hunt on the 
U. T. 18 yard line. On the next 
play Hunt went through a hole 
at right tackle to the 25. He failed 
to gain on a right end sweep and 
Glyn Carrill picked up two 
through the middle. 

Then the dynamite exploded. 
Hunt punted and the Vol ends, 
racing down under the kick, smote 
the Governor receiver so heartily 
and well, that the poor fellow tem¬ 
porarily lost all interest in the 
game. Bill King recovered the 
fumble on the A. P. 33 and for a 
few minutes it looked as if the 
Vols were going to go all the way 
as a pass and lateral, Hunt to 
Waddy to Pate, moved the ball 
down to the 15 yard line. Orrin 
failed to gain over tackle but 
picked up five at right end on the 
next play. 

The Vols were offside on the 
next play and were penalized to 
the 15. On the next play Settlers 
intercepted Hunt’s pass to save 
the Governors. 

Tennessee pushed again to the 
Governor’s doorstep late in the 
fourth period as Dave DeVasher 
B. F. Cate and Hunt collaborated 
with Waddy and Jack Fain to 
move within feet of the A. P. 
goal only to lose on downs. A few 
minutes after the Governors pun¬ 
ted out of danger, the game ended 
and the chilled crowd went home 
warmed but slightly by the fact 
that the Vols had held to 14 points 
a team that had previously 
beaten them 33-0. 

The big Austin Peay line was 
the difference this time. They just 
were too big and too experienced 
for the Vol wall which is no tissue 
paper barrier itself. Four times 
the Governors crashed through to 
block Vol punts deep in the heart 
of where it hurts, and an equal 
number of times they broke 
through to nail Orange passerr 
still vainly looking for receivers. 

Those blocked punts told the 
scoring story.

Library Still Expanding; 
Books Now Total 14,065 

Tt is expected that well over 
one thousand books will be added 
to the library duiing the year,” 
Junior college librarian, Miss Bur¬ 
ney, announced recently. These 
books will be histories, biogra¬ 
phies, reference books, cur-ent 
novels, and other types of fiction 
and non-fiction. Several note¬ 
worthy improvements have been 
made in the library also. 

Since the opening of school ap¬ 
proximately 350 books have been 
added to the library. In addition 
to the glowing collection of books, 
which now totals 14,065, the li¬ 
brary makes available much valu¬ 
able printed matter in the form of 
periodicals, public documents 
pamphlets, and clippings. 

The library has again been op¬ 
ened for use at night from Mon¬ 
day through Thursday. This ser¬ 
vice was discontinued during the 
war when the library staff was 
small. Library night hours are 
from 7:00 p. m. to 9:30 p. m. To 
the present date, opportunity for 
night use of the library has been 
taken advantage of principally by 
small groups of veterans. 

A reserve book room for the li¬ 
brary has beei* added since last 
year. This extra room relieves 
crowded conditions around the 
loan desk. In the library, as in 
other phases of campus activity, 
an expansion program has been 
necessitated to meet the overflow 
of students. 

Displays and bulletin boards, de¬ 
signed to stimulate interest, have 
been arranged. These displays 
call attention to books and other 
printed matter of special interest 
to students. 

Aiding Miss Burney in the !i- 
biary are two professional assist¬ 
ants and six students who work 12 
hours each week.

College Receives New 
Microscopes This Week 

Twenty new microscopes, val¬ 
ued at approximately $4,800, were 
received by the biology depart¬ 
ment of the University of Ten¬ 
nessee Junior College this wek. 

The new microscopes are said 
by department instructors to be 
pribably the finest obtainable for 
class room observation. Made by 
the Spencer company, they are of 
the three lens type and capable of 
magnifying objects up to 950 
times. 

With the low power lens, a mag¬ 
nification of 100 diameters can be 
obtained and when the high power 
lens is used the magnification 
possible goes all the way to 450 
diameters. With oil immersion, the 
microscopes will magnify the ob¬ 
ject being studied to 950 times its 
actual size. 

The new microscopes added to 
what is already one if the best 
equipped laboratories among the 
state's schools will help the col¬ 
lege maintain its position as one 
of the 14 outstanding Junior Col¬ 
leges in the nation.

Work On Project

An extensive building program 
for the purpose of accomodating 
surp'us veterans has been launched 
by the University of Tennessee 
Junior College. This program, the 
culmination of months of endeavor 
and planning, includes a building 
for classrooms as well as addition¬ 
al housing facilities and other 
buildings. 

At its last meeting, Congress 
.allocated $75,000,000 to provide 
class room facilities for veterans 
throughout the nation. Previous to 
this over $200,000,000 was allotted 
for providing housing facilities 
for veterans. The Federal Works 
Agency was chosen to handle 
these building programs for the 
Federal Public Housing Authority. 
Mr. Odel Jones is housing manager 
on the campus for FPHA hous¬ 
ing units, and accepts applications 
for trailers and apartment units. 

February fourth of this year, 
Mr. Stanford made application 
with the Federal Public Housing 
Authority for facilities for hous¬ 
ing veterans attending the Junior 
College. In duo time the applica¬ 
tion was approved and an initial 
allocation of 20 trailers was re¬ 
ceived. The trailers were trans¬ 
ferred here from Oak Ridge and 
were occupied during the summer 
quarter. 

During this time, 14 army build¬ 
ings were obtained from Camp 
Tyson. The buildings were disman¬ 
tled and from the material oth¬ 
er buildings have been erected at 
various places on the campus. A- 
mong these are the faculty apart¬ 
ments occupied by Mr. Hartung, 
Mr. Taylor, Mr. Jackson, Mr. 
Fry and their families. 

Also from this material conies 
the H-shaped building by the or¬ 
chard back of the Engineering 
Building, as well as Horticulture 
Building. The H-shaped building 
includes a dining hal! to be used 
by 4-H club camps and other club 
camps. Part of this building is 
now occupied as living quarters 
for veterans. The Horticulture 
Building, not yet completed, will 
possibly be used for housing as 
well as for classrooms. 

Of especial value to the college 
will be the new classroom and lab¬ 
oratory building behind the 
Science Building. This permanent 
building will contain class and lab¬ 
oratory rooms, offices, washroom 
facilities, and storerooms. Prin¬ 
cipally through the efforts of Mr. 
Knepp, the Federal Works Agency 
approved this propect and it is 
worthy of note that this building 
is the first building in the south¬ 
eastern states to be erected under 
the new FWA classroom program. 

Three cottages were taken apart 
sectionally at Camp Tyson, 
brought to the Junior College cam¬ 
pus, and reconstructed here. 
These cottages are now occupied 
by Mr. Atkins, Mr. Murray, and 
Mr. Stubblefield. The cottage oc- 
* upied at the present by Mr. Stub¬ 
blefield was formerly the quarters 
of the Camp Tyson major general.

After the 20 trailers were ob¬ 
tained, a second allotment of dor¬ 
mitory and family units was re¬ 
ceived from the Federal Public 
Housing Authority. Behind Reed 
Hall is being erected one apart¬ 
ment unit with accomodations for 
six families, and in the Picnic 
Grove will be two apartment units 
with apartments for twelve fami¬ 
lies. A men’s residence hall will be 
located to the south of the Science 
Building, and will have 128 single 
dormitory rooms. 

An addition to the present heat¬ 
ing plant is under construction, as 
well as a much needed addition to 
the dining hall. The dining hall, 
built to accomodate 150 people, is 
now taking care of approximately 
500 students. The addition will aid 
greatly in reducing crowded con¬ 
ditions and difficulty in serving 
meals. 

Construction of buildings on the 
campus was begun in September, 
and the date of completion was 
formerly set for November 11. 
However, due to unavoidable de¬ 
lays, this was impossible. Mr. 
Stanford announced recently, "We 
hope that. Weather permitting, 
construction will be complete by 
the beginning of the winter quar¬ 
ter in January.”
